| "' to ſome will ſeeme ſtraunge and ncwe, yea vnprofita= 
ble and inexpedient, that they are made common to all which are wonte to lit 
In the Defors chayre: to uther alſo (which wil neyther greatly miſlike thetur» , 
ning of them into our tounge, nor yet the folowing of the bettcr ſorte in that 
arte, they will carrie notwithſtanding the ſame taſte, becauſe they will ſeeme 
newer then the neweſt: ) I thought ir neceflarie to write theſe fewe pes. 
it notto ſarisfie them, yetat the leaſt to incline thetn to a more moderate iu 
yn conceming my labours, then otherwiſe, the former coniectures wall 
ufterthem to come ynto. There is in deede a thirde forte, which will looks 
ſor a Cetence of theſe artes in generall, being by them accuſed as vayne & vn= 
profitable. Bur becauſe their reaſonings are ſuch as are to be anſwered by kee= 
ping them inthe darke and from the noyſe of ſounde oppeſitions, which wil 
more hurte them and trouble the worlde, then any defence of good aunſwere, 
p_ others. I will follow the example of many wile, nay the precept of Sa- 
o0n, to confute them yy1th ſilence. To come therefore vnto the firfte ſorte, there 
can be nothing more fitre to ſatisfie them, then ro ſhewe that that whiche they 
doo but floriſhe againſt vs, will deadlie wounde their cauſe. Howe can they 
call that newe, the which hath teſtimonies of the wileftes and auncienteſt of 
both ſortes. For to omitte the examples of theſe dayes, whiche haue alreadie 
brought all artes into Frenche, Dutch, and almoſt into Engliſhe, and that by 
the hande of the moſt cliningeſt workemen: What will they anſwere vnto the 
knowledge and learning of the Eyiptians, wherein Moſes excelled, before the 
Greeke or Romane tounges became generall ? Were not their writinges, thinke 
they, in their ewne tounge? yea after that, were net Salomons treatiſes & dif- 
courſes (whether written or vnwritten) both of naturall chings, and of al that 
15done vnder the Sunne, and therefore of theſe thinges) were they not done 
in the moſt ancient and worthie tounge of the Hebrues ? Nay euen their chicf 
maiſters novve, Plato and Arifiotle,Tullie, and Quintilian, wrote they not in their 
ownerounges, and that even when theſe artes were more ripe in the tongues 
of others?So that Tulle js fayne (as he him {elf ſomewhere confeſieth) to bor= 
rowe from the Grecians, and of others, it is manifeſt they did it fr the Egipti- 
ans and Hebrues, 

Moreouer, the ende why theſe artes haue bin kept in theſe tounges, doeth 
not only propre, but alſo holde vp this our practiſe, ſeeing it vas done becauſe 
theſe rounges being moſt generall by reaſ@n of the ſpread thaxthe Grecian and 
Romane Ermpire had made of them, they were the fitteſt ro bee made the ſtore- 
bouſc of the worlde for theſe commodities, A ern ſaye, not to eps 
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them for the Romanes and Grecians alone, or for the expert in theſe tounges theiy 
free denizons: bur at the leaft that by their traffike, ic might with their gay ne 
of the praiſe and glerie, become common to euerie particular nation, that eue- 
rie ons who had necde, might buie of the ſame. Wherefore ſeeing the end vas 
with their gaynethe commoditie of all, let them nor ſtill keepe 1n this corner 
to make it rare G& exceſciuely deere, leaſt the people curſe them: eſpeciallie nowe 
that the famine of prouition to diſcerne of ſo many ſtrifes and ſubrelries, ts 
vnderſtande and iudge of lo many Treatiſes as are written hoth to hurte and 
benefite the worlde, both in regarde of matters ciuill and diuine, humane and 
fpirituall, doeth daylie crie and call forit. Let them take heede alſo of open 
zmiuſtice,for ſeeing the common vſe and practiſe of all men in generall, both 
In reaſoning te the purpoſe, and in ſpeaking with ſome grace and elegancie, 

hath ſowen the fda of theſe artes, why ſhould not all reape where all haue 
fowen ? atleaſt, why ſhould not ſome ofeuerie forte gleane, though by their 
eunning they had purchaſed theſe artes, as corne fields proper to them ſelues ? 
Vnleſle the more excellent and neceflarie their commodities bee (as couetous 
men) they will be the more vamercifull and nigardlte. Neither let them obie& 
againſt ys: A ſword is 4 ſooles hand: for beſides that weap6s are not reſtrained 6 

tyed only to maſters of fence, nor linging to mutitions only : the firwple play- 

nes of theſe treatiſes, which drawe men to no curiouſe or doubrful diſcourſes, 

bur enely put them in minde of that which they may eafilie ſeeke and knowe 
in moſt familiar examples with great fruit and delight, ſhall ſufficientlie aun- 

Frere for them ſelues in this behalfe: praying all men to vſe them with ſome 

ftudie as their callings may ſuffer, ro ſtrengrhen their 1udgement, to diſcerne 

of the ſayinges and writinges of other men, to keepe better that whiche they 

learne, and not beyond their gifte and callinge, to aduenture to a further yſe 

then they can reache vnto. And thus much for the firſte forte. 

Concerning the ſeconde I will not deale with euery alteration and diffe- 
rence, for ſome areſuch as I thinke rhe yerie alteration conſ1dered with the 
common rules nowereceyued of the ſounder forte, to iudge by, will giue ſuf- 
ficient defence: the other more doubtfull and ſtraunge, I will as brirflie and 
plainlie as [ can mainteyne. Wherein if I go beyonde the capacitie or reach of 
the vnlearned, they are to be defired either to ſtaye till they haue ſomewhat la- 
boured intheſeartes, or elſe not to trouble the (elues at all with this diſcourſe, 
but leaue it tothoſe for whole ſatisfaction chieflie itis written . And here our 
Iabour ſhalbe for the Logike: for the other I ſuppoſe neede not this defence, as 
hauing fewe and light alterations. C6cerning the definition of LogikeI will 
nor ſtrive whether well reaſoning, which is reaſoning - the arte, 
be conteyned in the generall of the definition, An arte or no,it is ſufficient for me 
that in my definition there is a true generall, an arte, and a true full difference, 
by which it ditfereth from all other artes: namely thatit is of reaſoning. 
Nowe whether the proper ende be declared by the addition of well or no, I 
leaue itto thoſe who will diſpute of all the cauſes and not of the definition of 
Logike. Por there is no reaſon why the ende of any _ ſhould come inte 
the definition ary morethen the efficient cauſe, when as the difference is be- 
fore full and ſufficient. In invention that is moſt generall, which concerneth 
the diſtribution of an argumentre, that I make it not Artificial and inartificiat, 


but firite and arifing of the frfte, and after deuide the latter into wore ys 
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#nd lefſe artificial, At which none neede greatly to maruell, ſeeing that reafun 


- Whiche by arte appeareth the greater force of an other reaſon to the weaker 


force it hath n it (elfe, and fo rea{oneth more farcibly as doeth a reftimonie, 
whole force the ſayde dependeth vpon other argumentes, it muſt be both ar= 
riaciall, and ariſe in part of another: but becaule ic hach neither his force in it 
ſelfe, nor ariſe perfeRtlic as a definition or diuifion, but in parte onely from 0- 
ther argumentes. [t may for both cauſes be well iudged to be an Argumente, 
ariting imperfectly of the firſte, and fo be called aleile arcificiall aritng of the 
crſte. The generall being touched, the difference in the cauſes aske the nexs 
lace, where the referring of the ende ynto the efficient cauſe, wilbe odioule : 
bo ifit be weighed that by this meanes, the trueth is preferred & the doctrine 
ofthe ende whichis not commonly diſcerned from = efteR and adioynte, is 
more cleared, the gayne wil ealilie recompence the alteration of the place. For 
ſeeing it is a cauſe onely as it bringerh ſome force to the verie beinge of the 
thing, and all the force it bringeth is to mouethe efficient or making cauſe ro 
worke, it followeth that in that reſpe& onely it is a cauſe. [fit be ſayd,the end 
doe:h not moue euerie efficient as the ende of naturall and arrificia)l chinges, 
as ofthe eye to lee, the pliimer im aclok to force the next cauſcs of the order- 
he motion : the aunſwere is, they are deceyued, for as it regardeth theſe artifi- 
ciall things,ir is an effet ofthe dvuing ofir, and an adiointe in regarde of the 
force wherewith it is done : and to theſe things it giueth or bringeth nothing, 
but receyueth and taketh all from them: bur it is a caw(c onely as it was (et be= 
forethe author of nature, or the artificer romoue him to make this thing apte 
eo this etfefte, or to haue theſe properties : ſo that my ſentence remayneth ne- 
ceffarilierrue, Neither doo I fee what other reſpe& ofa cauſe it can haue, for 
chat which ſome fpeake of the perfeRion it bringeth to the thing, is altogither” 
yntrue, forall the perfeRion of the thing commeth from the efficient, and ly= 
eth in the matter and forme as the cauſes of the thing and the adiointes, as the 
ornamentes of it: In whichreſpe& this perfeRtion 1s cauſed, and doeth not 
cauſe. The next to this is that the dinifion of conceyuing and begetting cauſe is left 
our, and iuſtlie. For when as there ought to be no diuifion, but that which ari- 
ſeth of ſome difference of the partes betweene them ſelues, and of agreement 
with the whole, there being here no difference in the partes, becauſe the beger- 
tins cauſe 15 referred to precreation, as to his nexte effete, and the eonſercing or pre- 
ſeruinz cauſe, as to his nexte eff-& to preſeruation : m1 which reſpects rhey renaine 
onely ſimple as all others efficientes or making cauſes: it is to be inferred that they 
can make no diſtribution of the efficient cauſe. 

Thelike is to be ſaide, of working by it ſelfe and by chaunce, whiche make 
no difference of working or caufing: for although in ſuch the principall inſtru- 
ment had no ſuch endeor purpoſe, yetthe chiefe worker G O Din his proui- 
dence hath, beſides this putteth no differece in that force which bringeth forth 


effect, buc only berweene the purpoſe of the chiefe worker of the ation, god: Pphe.1.1r, 


who vworteth all things according to the eounſell of his oypne will, and the principall in- 

ftirument who didit tv another purpole, Next to theſe followe the difference | 

inthe diſagreeing argumentes, where this is one and the chiefe, that the diui- 

fons of Centraries are lefte out : Firſt into affirming aud denying, whiche are no 

ſores of contrartes, but of the manner of vttering contraries, whiche as it fallerh 

notiaro Logiletohandls, (0 it is nothing to wlus purpoſe, becaule the diffe> + 
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Tenceariſeth not from any diſtinction of the contrarictie it ſelfe, whiche it 


ſhould-doo, if they were diuerſe fortes of centravics, but from the difference of 


expreſing one andthe ſame kinde. And this it yet more cleare in the erucrs 
ſortes of theſe : forrelatines are no contraries, becauſe the contrarietie lyeth 
in the deniall of the relation,not in the relation: neyther can it inthat reſpedte 
be a newe forte of contrarietie, for when all the repugnancie ly«th in theſe 
two regards, the one thatbeing ſetre as agreeing in the cunſideration of rea- 
ſon to 6ne, it muſte be diſagreeing & oppokite in the ſame cofideration one 
zoancther, as if it agree with Iaccb to be Iſaaks father, it muſt diſagree with 
Iſaak to be fo, this it hath from the generall nature of oppoſites, the other re- 
(pete being that one is ſet againſt one, that it hath from the generall rule of 
contrarietie, and further it repugneth not. If ſaye one it hath this proper that 
relatives are here centrarie, the aunſwere is that bringeth no newe kinde of 
contrarietie, and if this be a uſt cauſe of a diuifion of contraries, you may di- 
uide contraries agayne: ſome of cauſes, fore of eftees, ſome of ſubieRes, 
and ſomeof adiointes: ſeeing it maye be ſayde, theſe are cauſes whiche are 
contrarie, as it ſayde, theſe are relatiues which are contrarie. 

The like almoſt may be ſay de of the privatines, which are contraries, where= 
of one is raturallie in the ſubie# as the habite, and the other diueth out or de= 
priueth it of thehabite : for what nexve ſorte of contrarietie is here ? Surely no 
dther but that one is ſette againſt one, forthe beeing naturally or not natu- 
rallie in the ſubieRte, belongeth not the Logiſion to confider, but the ſeuerall 
Maiſter in his arte, as tothe Phifition that health is naturally in the bodye 
and howe, that ſickenes driueth that awaye, and howe : otherwiſe , why may 
we not make hurttull comrartes, whereof one 1s hurtfull ro the ſubicRe, or 
profitable contraries, whereof one is profitable to the ſfubieRte, as peace and 
$parre to 4 common tyealthe, Vice and wyertne to the minder ? 

Nowe lerte vs confider of thoſe others which they call centradiRories, 
when one aftirmeth, and the other denieth, as a man, not a man:iuſt, not iuſt, 
Concerningetheſe, when all the contrarietie (which they ſaye) is proper to 
them, lyeth eyther in the contradiction, itis, it is not : which 1s proper to 1udge= 
ment, not to jnuention, to ſette foorth, or that onething is opponed to all v- 
ther thinges whichit is not : whichis ne contrarietie, but the oppoſition of 
diſperares, ſeeing one is not opponed to one inde, but one to many kindes, 
and that equallic, as a man opponed to not a man, is equallie opponed tc ſpi. 
rites, to fowles, fiſhes, beaſtes, vnſenſtble creatures, &c.in the ſame not a man: 
wherefore it followeth, that eyther they muſt allowe my Jooung, orelſe in 
the firſte bring in-confuſion whyleſt they ſpeake of that parte in one parte of 
the ndiprs is properto the other, and in the ſeconde confution and follie 
both: whyleſt they make that a contrarie whiche is nene, and without all 
gazne repeatethatwhiche they haue ſufficientlie handled betore. 

Neyther lette any ſaye they are contrarie, becauſe their is no midle betweene 
anan and not a man, forſo there is not betweene man and other things, & yer 
they are not contrarie but diſperates only, 

And thus much for thefarite argumentes, 

The leauing our of Notation and Coniugation retayneth onely to bee ſpolen 
of in Invention, the reaſon whereof is manifeſt, becauſe it is graunted of all 

that they haue no nevye force, belides the firfte, no neve reaſon of argu- 
went, 
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ment ariſing from the firſte: For he & inſt, he doeth iuftlie, theſe are coniugetes, referre 
them ene vnto an other, and what is their beſides the cauſe and the effette ? 
What force or realon more ? Forthat iu# and iu#lie are formed one of an 0- 
ther, apperteyncth to Grammer, that they allude fithe to the figure of Retho= 
rike, called Poliptotoy, which chaungeth finely the ende or caſe of wordes. 

Thelike js ro be {ayde of Notation, which is the interpretation of a name, 
Which apperteyneth not to Logike but ro DiRionaries : as in this, An argu= 
ment is {o called, becau!le it arguerth, a faithefull man, becauſe he bach faith: 
what force of reaſon is there in the firſt example ? of the cauſe and the ette&t, 
What in the other? of the effect and the cauſe. But is there nothing elſe? yes. 
A fate and elegant vitering of duuers things by wordes, nod much, but ſome= 
what diftcring in ſounde, as argument, arguing, fayth,faythfull : but this is neither 
xeaſon, nor newe force of reafon; but onely an clegancie of the Trope called 
Paranemafia, or chaunge of the name. Wherefore let vs keepe them no longer, 
nowe the honour claymerh them, but according to thelawe turne them home 
agayne. Thus much for inuention: As for the chaunge in ateſtimonie, I am 
comenteto leaue 1t ynto themdgement of the reader, when hee ſhall examine 
Je according tu the rules of Logrke : as allothoſe (mall differences which are 
m the ſeconde parte of Logike, for in that ſometimes the firſte ſorte of a Sil- 
Jogiſme is founde in all hus partes, there is nowe no longer any reaſon to- 
traſe him-vppe onely in an. Enthimewe. And thus much for the latisfying of 
both theſe ſertes. Nowe, ifthey be not fullie contented, my defice is of the:

A CAVSE is that which giueth ſome neceſfarie force for the verie being of 
the thing cauſed.

The making cauſe is a cauſe which by ſerring the matrer & the forme togither, 
maketh the thing cauſed. As, The Lorde God alſo made man of the duffe of the ground, and 
breathed in his face the breathe of life, and the man was a lizing ſoule Here wee ſce rnar 
God which is of him ſelfe without Man, is the making cauſe of man, and did 
make him, by breathing the breath of life which was the forme, into that of the 
duſte, which was the matter; Nowe, where more then one doo the proper worke 
ofthe making cauſe, all working tvgither, are the making cauſe. The partes 
whereofarethe chiefe workers called the principall, and the helpes, called the in=- 
ſtrumentes,and the ende which moueth the = caule ro ſette the matter and 
forme togither, is no other eauſe then this, ſeeing ir bringeth no other ferce for the 
being of the thing, then ro moue the making cauſe to worke, As, Of his oppne wil 
beeatte he ws with the vyorde of trueth, that wwe ſhould be the flrite fruites of his creatures. 
Where the ende, that we ſhould be the firſte fruites of his creatures moued Gods 
owne will, Gods ewne will being the princtpall worker, ru begerte vs with the 
worde of trueth being the inſtrumentall, And thus much for the efficient or ma» 
king cauſe. X

"The matter is a cauſe ot the which the thing cauſed is made: So the Lorde made 
woman of the ribbe of man. Noah the Arke of pine trees. 

The torme is a cauſe, by the which a thing is that which it is : and ſo differeth fro 
all other things, as in the exair ple of man betere mencicned. But the naturall forme 
ef thinges, though they may be conceyued by reaſon, yet they can not well be vite- 
red by tpeache. "I he artificiall forme of thinges is much crore calie to bee conceyued 
In reaſon, and vttered in wordes: and therefore of ſuch {peaches there be many, as in 
all writers, ſo in the Scriptureseſpeciallie. So God fer dewne the artificiall forme of 
the Arke and of the Arke of couenaunt, the Table, the Candelſticke, the Taberna= 
cle, the mercie Seate, the Altar of burnte offeringes, the Court of the Tabernacle, and 
all the furniture and appurtenances therevnto: by whach aruficial forme they be that 
they be,and difter from all other things. 

T hus much of the cauſe: Now followeth the thing cauſed. 


The thing cauſed, is that which is by the whole force of all the cauſes, As,S” GOD 
leved the worlde,as he gane his on lie begotten Sonne, that trhoſecucr beleeneth in kim ſhould not pe» 
11ſhe but have eternal be. Where our happines is the thirg cauſed: the Joue of God, and 
taith the cftictent cauſe, Chriſt the materiall cauſe, and eternalllifethe formal cauſe. 
So allo euerie work? or mouing of anie thing, is the cftefte or thinge cauſed by the 
worker or mcuer. Hitherto of more agreeable reaſons, Of both which, relatives are 
a molt excellent example; they are thole which are ſo of and by one another, that they 
arc the mutuall cauſes and effectes one of another. As, The Father and the Sonne, to giue

Nowe of the lefte agreeable argumentes. Leſlc agreeable reaſons are ſuch in whoſe 
agreement leſle is given and receytied to and from one another ; as appearcth in the 
Exarvple of more agreeable reatons.

So 
T1ghtevuſnes, faith, ioye in the holy Ghoſt, are the proper adiointes to the children of 
God : (oro beleene and felte, arethe proper adiointes of a bodie, and the.e are infe= 
rot And it was proper to Adam and Ehauah, to enioye paradile, and yet lepara- 

le: Alſo Pauleto be rapte vp into the thirde heauen, and yer ſeparable. 

Hitherco of an agreeable argument, whereby only thoſe things that differ in them- 
ſelues may yet be Gide to be one.

D agreeable reaſons are thoſe reaſons which diſagree beeing referred one vnte 
another. 
Diuers, or ſomewhat differing, 
Diſagreeable reaſons are of two ſortes 1 Such as can nor ſtande togither, come 
monly called oppoſes. 

Diuers reaſons are thoſe which diſagree onely in reſpe& or after a certaine manner, 
the notes whereofare commonly theſe: Not this but that: albeit, neuertheleſſe, note 
withſtanding, and ſuchlike. As, I knovye thy workes, thy labour, thy pactence, neuenheleſſe 1 
haue ſometohat againf thee, becauſe thou haſte lefte thy firfte love. Where wee ſee, that al- 
though theſe were diſagreeing in reſpe& of this Church, yer they may agree : for 
Chriſt may both knowe their pacience and workes, and yet haue nothinge againſt 
them. And theſe reaſons and all ſuch anſwering the one to the other, whiche have 
notes, are ſomerimes ſet downe fully by their partes anſwering one vnto another, 
ſomerimes by their notes onely. | 

Reaſons which can not ſtande togither, are reaſons which' differ not onely in re- 
ſpee, but alſo in nature, or the thing ir ſelfe, and therefore can not agree with the 
ſamething,atthe ſame time, according to the ſame reſpeRe or conſideration. So one 
can not be ſicke and well atthe (ame ttme in the ſame parre, in conſideration of the 
ſouleor body, but he may be ticke to daye, and whole ro morrowe, i'lin his heade, 
and well in his hande, well in __—_— of his body, _ = wn reſpeR of the ſoule. 

undrie, commenly called diſperates, 
Op poſires areeyther 1 or contraric. , ; 4 

Sundrie or diſperates are oppoſites, whereofone is equallie ſer againſt manie. Dz-

The rule of rightfal placing is, when reaſons are placed in an axiume, according to 
their proper confiderartions, ſpoken of before in [nuention: As,the oper forme with 
the proper thinge formed, the proper ſubie&2, with the proper adiuntte : the proper 
g2nerall vith - proper ſpeciall. As, Al the going aſide from the rule of goodnes, 1s ſinne, 
which both is neceffarilie true, & the proper general is affirmed of the proper ſpeciall, 
But it is contrariwiſe in this axiome: The laype of God is perfe. For perfeCtnes is comon 
to many ether things, as to God and his creatures in their firſte creation.
